Thomas Henry Carroll, Vice Presi- 
dent of the Ford Foundation, was elected 
President of the University during the 
summer by unanimous action of the 
Board of Trustees. Dr. Carroll will take 
office in February. 

In his Ford Foundation capacity, Dr. 
Carroll was instrumental in establishing 
the Foundation’s economic and develop- 
ment program and helped formulate its 
basic program of grant making. 

Dr. Carroll has expressed his interest 
in helping guide the University toward 
realization of its unique potential for 
making valuable contributions to solu- 
tions of community and national prob- 
lems. 

Some of the other goals which he feels 
are of immediate concern are new labo- 
ratories, classrooms, dormitories, and 
scholarships to meet the needs of an ex- 
panding program. 

Dr. Carroll is a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of California at Berkeley and 
holds master’s and doctor’s degrees 
from Harvard. He was a member of the 
faculty and Assistant Dean of Harvard 
Business School until he entered the 
Navy in 1942. For two years he was of- 
ficer in charge of the officer candidate 
section, Bureau of Naval Personnel. 
Since the war he has been Dean and 
Professor of Business Administration at 
Syracuse University and Dean of the 
School of Business Administration at 
the University of North Carolina. 
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Bielaski, Harmon 
Named to Hall of Fame 


Alexander Bruce Bielaski, who cap- 
tained the University’s football and 
baseball teams in the first decade of the 
century, and Dr. Robert H. Harmon, a 
pole vaulter on G.W.’s track team in the 
early 1920's, will be inducted into the 
Lettermen’s Hall of Fame at the annual 
Alumni Lettermen’s Club Banquet to 
be held in the Arlington Towers, Ar- 
lington, Va. on November 5 at 6:00 
p.m. 

Although winning a letter is a pre- 
requisite for consideration, elections to 
the Hall of Fame are made from alumni 
who have distinguished themselves in 
their particular field of endeavor since 
graduation. 

Mr. Bielaski, LLB 04, who was the 
Director of the Bureau of Investigation 
of the Department of Justice long before 
it became known as the FBI, was in 
charge of the investigation of German 
activities in the U.S. during World 
War I. He is now a lawyer in N. Y. 

Robert H. Harmon, MD 29, is a 
Washington physician who is well 
known to alumni for his work as Di- 
rector of the Troubadors which he 
helped found. He is a Past President 
of the General Alumni Association.
